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The Jewish Communal Centre. 


ON Wednesday afternoon the Jewish Communal Centre was 
consecrated with due solemnity in the presence of a large and 
crowded assembly. The accommodation available was, indeed, 
insufficient to.enable invitations to be extended to all who were 
desirous of witnessing the final stage in the translation of a 
long-cherished dream into practical reality. Nine long years 
have elapsed since ‘“ Benammi": elaborated in these columns a 
scheme for the establishment of such a Centre, and the building 
at the corner of Tavistock Square and Upper Woburn Place 
which now at last provides the Community with. “a local 
habitation and a name ” conforms: in its main outlines with the 
picture he then drew. Others before then had doubtless toyed 
with the notion. The need was obvious to many, but to 
transform the idea into bricks and mortar required a long 
period of preparation of public opinion, and, ultimately, a 
‘ortuitous and fortunate concatenation of circumstances, 

The credjt for arousing public opinion and for pounding 
away at the notion despite the unresponsiveness of the executive 
o:ucers of other communal institutions must be assigned to the 
B'nai Brith. That prominent communal lea?ers did not eagerly 
espouse the scheme at once was perhaps not surprising. A large 
sum of money was necessary and the Community had been sur- 
ferted during and after the War with appeals on behalf of scores of 
causes, great and small. From the moment, however, that the 
s:tuation was crystallised by the imperious necessity of finding 
Hew quarters for Jews’ College, the leaders of the Community set 
to work with energy, and it was the driving power of Sir ROBERT 
WALEY COHEN, ungrudgingly seconded by Mr. LIONEL DE 
ROTHSCHILD, Mr. D'AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID and Major ISIDORE 
SALMON, that brought the work to fruition. Theirs were the 
business minds, and behind them was the fervent devotion of 
Mr, SAEMY JAPHET to Jews’ College; in him is continued the 
spirit of the late Sir ADOLPH TUCK, whose dogged fight for the 
needs of the College has been fittingly commemorated by the 
bandsome benefactions of his family to the new build ng. 

_ The Communal Centre is open. -The Board of Deputies, 
the United Synagogue, the Jewish Memorial Council and 
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other Tastitutions are already in occupation of their new 
quarters, and as the seat of Jews’ College, of the fine Library and 
Museum, andthe centre of the activities of the B'nai B'rith, 
Tavistock Square will henceforth be the focus of Anglo-Jewish 
life. Wednesday's ceremony wa; the end of a chapter, but it 
must be the introductory and not the final chapter of a volume 
of the annals of our Community. The building in itself is but 
a symbol. It satisfies our human longing for “a home of our 
own, and on the p-actical side offers many advantages: 

But the stateliest edifice may b* a charnel-house of dry 
bones. “It is not aalls that make a city,” said the old Greek 
histor an, ~ but men.’ Only if the new building inspires us to 
fresh vigour the old ideals, to direct them into 
vivifying channels which will keep perennially green the Spirit 
of Israel, shall we be able to say with truth, in the words 


used in the Consecration Service, that ~“ Wisdom hath builded 
her house,” 


pursue with 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Some weeks ago I was led, by the news of the appointment of 
the Chief Rabbi of Yugoslavia as a Member of the Upper House of 
Parhament of that country, to speculate upon the prospects of securing 
representation for the Anglo-Jewish Community if ever an oppor- 
tunity should be provided by the Reform of the House of Lords. Since 
then the question of the Reform of the House of Lords has been made 
once more a current political topic by a group of members of the 
House of Commons. With the political advantages or disadvantages 
of any particular scheme of reform we are not here concerned, but it 
is worth while remarking that the writer of a thoughtful article in a 
recent issue of the Spectator said on the question of religious repre- 
sentation: “‘ The Bench of Bishops has not increased in number as 
new dioceses have been formed, but, even so, if religious representa- 
tion is held to be sufficient now, the time has come when room should 
be made, even at the expense of the Bishops, for other re presentatives 
sitting either for life or for the duration of their office, -such as the 
Moderator of the Presbyterian Church of Scotland, one or more repre- 
sentatives of the chief dissenting bodies in England ; possibly for the 
Chief Rabbi, for in numbers the British subjects professing the Jewish 
Faith are by any standard considerable.” 


In the course of a letter to me the Rev. J. F. Stern records an 
apt reminiscence: ‘‘I am in a position to inform you,” he writes, 
“that such a reform of their Lordships’ House was contemplated 
more than ten years ago by one of the Bishops now occupying a seat 
in the House of Lords, and he did not hesitate to place it on record 
how he would regard such a reform of the Upper House. When my 
friend the Bishop of Chester (formerly of Stepney) received the wnt 
of summons to the Upper House, I wrote to congratulate him on 
taking his seat as a Lord Spiritual. Dr. Paget’s reply, bearing date 
May 30th, 1021, contained the following significant paragraph: * Yes! 
I was called to the House of Lords! I wonder for how long. Reform, 
I suppose, will come, and with it a lessening of the Episcopal members. 
I may well be out—and probably the Chief Rabbi will be in—and 
I am sure that if that is so, we shall have a clear yoice and a sound 
vote on many great moral and social issues.’ ” 


It is possible that in the event of Jewish representation in the 
House of Lords becoming more than a dream, there might not be 
complete unanimity within the Community as to the desirability 
of the Chief Rabbi's being the Jewish representative. Apart from 
the fact that there are certain sections which he could not claim to 
represent, there is the consideration that the Community looks to 
the President of the Board of Deputies as its head in lay affairs. It 
is the Board of Deputies which is charged with the observance of 
legislative and municipal enactments in order that the civil and 
religious liberties of the Conimunity shall be safeguarded, and not the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities. However, it is premature to enter upon 
a discussion of this point. The hare must be caught before it can be 
cooked. 


Anti-Semitism: A New Crop. 

After a period of quiescence certain anti-Semitic calumnies, of 
which, we hoped, with unjustified optimism, we had heard the last, 
have sprouted afresh, and threaten to overrum with poisonous weeds 
fields that have hitherto escaped contamination. It might have been 
thought, for example, that the forged “‘ Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion” would be given no further currency in the Press of civilised 
countries after Taz Trmes had completely demonstrated their falsity.

Bik © munity, with the assistance of the Press Committee of the Board of 
Deputies. Now, news. comes'to hand that Henry Ford’s The Inter- 
+ national Jew” has just been reissued in a Spanish translation in 

tt | Barcelona. Ford, himself, it will be remembered, withdrew the book 
éi i from circulation in 1927, when he made a public recantation of the 
i ( ‘4 anti-Semitic views with which for some time he had filled the columns 
ba of the Drarnorn INDEPENDENT. Despite Ford's instructions to his 
9? 4 publishers that the book was not to be republished in any language, 


the reactionary clements in Spain which are endeavouring to overturn 
the new Republic, evidently find anti-Jewish propaganda a good stick 
to beat the dog with, and are utilising “ The International Jew” to 
discredit the Spanish Government. It would be well for the Deputies’ 
Press Committee to get in touch with the Barcelona Jewish Com- 
muhity (which, for the first time, received legal recognition at the 
hands of the Spanish (,overnment quite recently) in order that the 
calummes may once more be nailed to the counter. 


‘Canada is another country in which there has been-a recrudescence 
of this type of anti-Semitism. Certain French Canadian journals have 
become the vehicles of the familiar poison, and one of the chief functions 
of the newly-formed Canadian Board of Deputies is the refutation of 
anti-Semitic calumnies: One of the journals which has lent itself 
to this disreputable campaign is fomenting an anti-Jewish boycott of 
the type we should expect to find only in Eastern Europe. What 13 
more surprising is that under the wgis of the University of Montreal 
(as we learn from the Canadian Jewisu Carontcie), @ visiting lecturer 
should have found an opportunity of giving fresh currency to the old, 
old story, and, indeed, of giving it a new twist, which shows thaf the 
ingenuity of the calumniator of the Jew is by no means exhausted. 
Dufour 
de la Thuillerie, thought fit.to give a Canadian audience the benefit 
of the information he had gleaned during a visit to Palestine. His 
thesis appears to have been that the Jews have always preserved a 
dream of universal domination; that “international Zionism ” main- 
tains certain tenets so impious and immoral that they have disgusted 
a considerable number of Jews. who have on that account left Palestine ;

The Board of Guardians. 

The masterly Presidential address which Miss Hannah F. Cohen 
presented to the Annual Meeting of the London Jewish Board of 
Guardians last week increased our admiration of the sureness of touch 
that characterises the administration of that Institution. The Board 
knows its business. The systematic relief of distress is no longer a 
hobby for amateurs, but a science that needs a skilled and experienced 
personnel, and the Community must rejoice that it can leave a difficult 
and unpleasant task in safe hands. The Board is, indeed, known 
and respected in wide circles outside the Community, which thus 
continues to enjoy a well-established reputation for business-like 
. philanthropy. “ The Jews always look after their own,” is. a rooted 
idea in the minds of non-Jews, and no one can doubt that the notion 
has helped, on occasion, to ward off latent hostility. | 


s 


Certain phenomena to which Miss Cohen drew attention are of 
unusual significance. In general, the Board is dealing with a different 
class of applicant from that of pre-war days. Then, it was the newly- 
arrived immigrant who required assistance, and it is a striking con- 
firmation of the arguments advanced on behalf of the alien in the days 
of the agitation for the restriction of alien immigration that examination 
of the figures for the years 1901-1912 shows that eighty-two per cent. 
of the persons relieved appeared to require no further assistance from 
the Board. The corresponding post-war figure is not quite so good, 
though the total number of new cases registered was smaller, but it 
is by no means bad. Seventy-seven per cent. of the cases assisted 
from 1919 to 1930 did not need assistance during 1931. 


From this phenomenon, coupled with two other factors, the 
increase in the percentage of native-born cases from the ten per cent. 
of 1901 to the thirty-two per cent. of 1931, and the greater average cost 
per annum of each case relieved, Miss Cohen drew what appear to be 
correct deductions. The pre-war alien immigrant was able to get on 
as soon as he had escaped from persecution and could exercise his 
talents freely ; given a little help he could soon stand on his own feet. 
The post-war, native-born applicant, on the other hand, is drawn from 
a more respectable class, but appears to be handicapped in the struggle 
for assistance by health, character or chronic misfortune, and is not 
60 easily put on his feet, ~ ig | 


This example illustrates the interest of the Board’s Annual Report 
from a sociological point of view. The file of the Board’s reports is a 
valuable quarry for the historian, and should be utilised as the starting 
point for a social and economic history of the Anglo-Jewish Com. 
munity. Hitherto, attention has been concentrated on the political 
history, and though one or two tentative and fragmentary essays have 
been made, Anglo-Jewish history has still to be re-written from the 
newer standpoint. 


Kasher as a Legal Term. 

A year or two ago, the Board of Deputies wrestled with thie 
question whether it was advisable to endeavour to secure legal validity 
for the “ fasher.”’ so that conscienceless dealers who sold trefa 
articles as “ kasher,” in orcer to. obtain a higher price, might be 
proceeded against, if necessary. A negative decision was arrived at, 
on several grounds, partly because of the feeling that the matter was 
an internal one for the Jewish Community, and the Legislature and 
the Courts ought not to be called upon to intervene ; partly because 
of the apprehension that it might prove exceedingly difficult to secure 
a definition of the term “‘ kasher’”’: and partly because it was thought 
that the law of the land at present does provide a remedy.in such cases. 
At that time, two of the United States had enacted laws with this very 
object, but neither of them, if I recollect rightly, attempted to define 
kasher.”’ 


A precedent for recourse to the Courts’is now provided by Canada. 
Several Montreal Jewish butchers, states the CANADIAN Jewisi 
CHRONICLE, made a practice last autumn of pretending that their 
meat was * kasher’’ and supervised by the Vaad HaRabbonim, the 
Rabbinical Council, although it’ was, in fact, “‘ trefa,”’ and had not 
been examined by the Vaad. At the instance of the Rabbinical 
Council, a criminal charge of false pretences was brought against the 
Offenders, and they were found guilty by the Court of Sessions. The 
conviction has now been confirmed upon appeal to the Court above 
(King’s: Bench, Crown Side). 


** Cohen ”’ a ** Badge of Nobility.’’ 


Emmanuel Voltaire Cohen, age 19, was about to enter Harvard 
University. Fearing that his surname was something of a handicap, 


he (or his father on his behalf) applied to the Courts in New York to 


change it to Conason. But he “ put his foot in it.” In his petition, 
he complained that Cohen was an “ un-American” name, and the 
petition fell to be heard by Judge Levi! The Judge ordered the petition 
to be amended. ‘ An extremely common name, yes,” he said, “* but 
so is the name Smith, and the petition is accordingly an affront to 
a great number, including a former as well as a present Justice of this 
very Court.” He added 


“The name is the transliteration in English of the Hebrew word for the 


Priests of the Temple. It signifies that the bearer is most probably a descend- 


ant of that class, and, in a sense, it constitutes a badge of nobility. It is 
doubly strange that a petitioner who. intends to dwell in the select New 
England circles should desire to conceal his aristocratic Old Testament origin 
among a people whose first names show the marked influence of Old Testa- 
ment appellations and many of whose picturesque and non-Anglo-Saxon 
given, or Christian, names will tend to recall to him the atmosphere in which 
he was born, the name from which he now seeks to escape.” 


However, upon the amendment of the petition the application was 
granted, though the publicity given to the proceedings will sufficiently 


advertise to the students at Harvard that the new Conason is but 
the old Cohen writ small.

Raper C. J. SONNENFELD (Jerusalem). 


We regret to announce the death of Rabbi Chaim Joseph , 
Sonnenfeld, who died in Jerusalem on Sunday in his eighty-fifth 
year. The deceased, who was the leader of the extreme Orthodox 
Jewish Community in Palestine associated with the Agudat Yisrael, 
was born in 1848 and had been resident in the Holy Land since 1878. 
He was a famous scholar and was recognised as one of the finest 
Talmudists in the world. He was a staunch antagonist of the 
Zionists and would not even lend support to the Mizrachi section of 
the movement. He was held in great respect by his most outspoken 
opponents and was renowned as a scholar and a man of absolute 
sincerity. He refused repeated offers of important Rabbinical 
appointments and lived a life of poverty. In 1928, the Agudist 
Community of Palestine wished to arrange a big reception in honour | 
of his eightieth birthday, but he refused to allow any celebrations 
to be held. The funeral was attended by thousands of mourners 
and representatives were present on bebalf of the High Com- 
missioner, the Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government, the 
District Commissioner for Jerusalem, the Jerusalem Municipality, 
the Jewish Agency, the Yaad Leumi and other bodies. 


B. SCHATZ. 


Professor Boris Schatz, the Founder of the Bezalel Jewish School 
of Art in Jerusalem, died in hospital at Denver, U.S.A., last week. He 
was born in the district of Kovnoand was in bis fifty-fifth year. Asa 
student, he fell under the influence of the Haskalah movement, lost 
his religious faith, and took up secular education. He was fifteen 
when he went to Vilma, where he entered the School of Drawing, 
suffering considerab!e privation, until a Russian General, Dina- 
movitch, assisted him. The famous Jewish sculptor, Antakolsky, on 
one of his visits to his native town, Vilna, arranged for him to get a 
stipendium enabling him to study at the St. Petersburg Academy of 
Art, but the Tsarist Authorities refused to give him a permit to reside 
in St. Petersburg. He thereupon settled in Warsaw, studying at the 
School of Fine Arts, and took up sculpture. He then lived for about 
six years in Paris, afterwards going to Bulgaria where he founded a 
School of Art, at which he was appointed Professor; and he was the 
official sculptor to the Bulgarian Government and Court. Later, he 
began to interest himself in Jewish questions, and became a Zionist. 
He founded the Bezalel Jewish School of Art in Jerusalem in 1906, 
and since then he devoted himself solely to the promotion of Jewish 
art in Palestine. Professor Schatz visited America several times, 
obtaining funds there which repeatedly enabled him to keep the 
Bezalel School open when it was on the verge of closing down, and 
once, in 1928, after it had already been closed for a fewmonths. He 


also wrote much on Jewish art and on various Jewish questions in . 


Yiddish, Hebrew, Russian and Bulgarian. 


Mr. H. OPPENHEIMER. 

Mr. Henry Oppenheimer, F.S.A., who died last week at the age 
of seventy-two, was a well. known financier and was particularly 
distinguished as a collector of works of art. He was born in 
Washington, D.C., in 1859, and educated at Frankfort. He came to 
London in 1882, and had an active share in financing the Under- 
ground Railways of London and other enterprises. During the War, 
he resigned his directorships, and devoted himself to charitable 
work and artistic pursuits. He was interested in many charities, 
including the Society of Friends of Foreigners in Distress, of which 
he was the Senior Director. His name was well known in the art 
world, for he lent art treasures extensively to loan exhibitions in 
Evgland and made frequent gifts to the National collection. He 
was a member of the National Art-Collections Fund; from 1906 he 
was a member of the Executive Committee of the Fund, and in 1929 
became its Treasurer. : He was also a member of the Burlington 
Fine Arts Club, and contributed articles on artistic subjects to 
English and foreign books and periodicals. He was married, in 
1893, to Clara Eugenie Schnapper. 


Mr. E. STEINBERG (Czernowitz). 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that Eliezer Steinberg, 
the outstanding Yiddish poet and cultural worker in Rumania, has 
died at Czernowitz at the age of fifty-two, after an operation. He 
was born in Bessarabia, and was a stepson of Jehudah Steinberg, 
the great Yiddish writer, who died in 1908. In 1919, the deceased 
went to Czernowitz to take over the leadership of the Yiddish 
cultural activity which was started in Greater Rumania. He 
founded a Yiddish Studio Theatre in Czernowitz, and travelled 
all over Rumania lecturing on Yiddish culture and the Yiddish 
language, and on the Jewish political situation in Rumania. In 
1928, he vent to Brazil on the invitation of the administrators 
to take charge of the work of the Yiddish school in Rio de 
Janeiro. His fables and his children’s verses are considered 
among the finest in the Yiddish language. He also worked ona 
number of Biblical subjects and folk legends. His best known work 
in this field is “Father Abraham,” a dramatised legend in four acts, 
and his “Rabbi of Berditchev” is one of the first attempts at a 
Yiddish opera. He also adapted for the stage Pereta's. “ Night in the 
Old Market Place” and “The Golden Chain.” Hé published 
children’s tales and poems in Hebrew; translated a volume of old 
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and new Hebrew literature into Yiddish; and introduced a new 
method of studying Hebrew through the medium of Yiddish,

ten years ago in our columns the preparation ofsuch papers and 
similar discussions. The College in every department is giving 
proofs of its renewed vitality and increased efficiency in the new 
premises in Tavistock Square. The Principal, Dr. Friedlander, 
one of the most learned Hebraists of the day, is untiring in his 
efforts to infuse in his pupils a love of learning for its own sake; 
that higher regard for sound scholarship which is more general 
in Germany than in England. The Council of the College has 
not been to an equal degree so successful in impregnating the 
wealthy members of the Community with a due sense of their 
responsibilities in adequately supporting the institution. 


Lewis Gompertz and the R.S.P.C.A. 


Frem Mr. WILFRED S. SAMUEL. 


To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Such tr. butes as the R.S.P.C.A. elect to pay nowadays to 
Lewis Gompertz are usually silent tributes. and this was peculiarly 
marked during the Society’s centenary celebrations in 1924. But 
there have been two occasions on which sympathetic references to 
Gompertz in the Jewish Press have wrung from Captain Fairholme, 
the chief Secretary of the Society, an admission of Gompertz’s work 
for the movement, but always by way of denying that he was one of 
its founders. For my own part.I find it difficult, on the published 
facts, to dismiss as untrue the statement printed as far back as 
1838, that: “ The Scciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
was founded in 1824. by the Rev. Arthur Broome, Richard Martin, 
Esq., Lewis Gompertz, Esq., and a number of other gentlemen.” 
Certainly the first-named was the originator of the plan, but that 
does not necessarily constitute bim the sole founder. 

Since Capt. Fairholme invokes “historical accuracy” as the 
motive for his letterin your issue of the 18th inst., I feel impelled to 
point out cuat he is inaccurate and misleading in one important par- 
ticular, namely, by seeking to convey that Gompertz worked continu- 
ously for the Society from its foundation in 1824 until his retirement 
in 1846. In point of fact, he was expelled in 1832 after only six years 
of strenuous and successful endeavour, the Society having elected — 
to exclude “ Jews and Moralists” from participation in its affairs. 
Another Jew, Nathaniel Goldsmid, was also turned off the Com- 
mittee; and the Society, not uonaturally, lost its Jewish subscribers 
who included, I believe, Sir Mases Montefiore and Moses Mocatta. 
It is “historically accurate” that Gompertz continued—notwith- 
standing this shameful rebuff—to labour wholeheartedly, and for 
many years, in the cause of Animal Protection. But this was not 
under the auspices of the SP.C.A., but of the Animals’ Friends 
Society (orig nated by Gompertz). 

The polite resolution and Bilver medal of 1846 were, no doubt, 
the S.P.C.A’s. idea of an amende honorable for the incredibly shabby 
treatment meted out by them to their Preserver, ¢ champion and 
benefactor.

AM indebted for this pleasant news to an article in a journalistic 
namesake—the Sourn AFRICAN JewisH CHronicte—and the 
cts it enumerates are remariable. Fifteen years ago, it seems, 
the South African Parliament enacted what is known as the 
mscience Clause. This laid it down formally that “ No test of 
religious belie? shall be imposed on any person as a condition of his 
becoming or continuing to be a professor, lecturer, teacher or 
stud nt of, or of his holding any office or emolument, or exercising 
any privilege in, any college, nor shall any preference be given to or 
advantage be withheld from any person on the ground of his religious 
belief.” This clause is assuredly unequivocal and, it might have been 
supposed, would have been regarded as at least one of the things 
invulnerable to attack in so progressive an age as that in which we 
live. But fifteen short years have been enough to shake its security 
and produce a challenge to its moral validity. It is not universally 
admitted—at all events in South Africa—that conscience is above 
attack and a comscience clause is sacrosanct.. To one section of 
opinion there seems nothing primitive and repellant in the religious 
tests which the England of years ago flung on the rubbish heap of 
discarded imbecilities. So an attempt was recently made to get the 
south African Parliament to repeal the obnoxious Conscience Clause. 
Parliament still had a hankering after old-fashioned notions of 
liberty, and the attempt was defeated. It might have been supposed 
that there the matter would have been allowed to end and that the 
reactionaries would have hidden their heads in shame. But your 
antiquated moderns are not made of suchstuff. They hold the cause 
of antediluvianism too sacred to be crushed by a single rebuff. So 
they are trying again? 


HE banner of reaction is carried by the University College 
of Potchefstroom, in the Transvaal. This institution is an 
‘offshoot of a Theological School, in the Cape Province, which 
was founded and maintained by the Dutch ‘Reformed Church. 
Originally it was a Literature and Science Department attached 
to the School; but, developing into a separate organisation, it was 
broken off from the parent body and removed to its present location 
under the style and title of the Potchefstroom University College 
for Christian Higher Education. Eleven years agé, however, it was 
raised, by Parliament, to the status of a Constituent College of the 
University of South Africa. The words “ Christian Higher Education” 
were eliminated from its name, and it was enacted that thenceforth 
the Conscience Clause should apply to it, and the Institution become 
nodenominational in character. This College, which, it may be 
mentioned, prepares students for various University degrees in arts, 
science, etc., is now trying to get rid of the irksome restriction as to 
‘eligious liberty imposed upon it by the Legislature. The thing is 
‘pparently hateful toit. Perhaps—I say “ perbaps,” because I have 
0 information onthe point—it has found too many Jews entering its 
portals under the shelter of the restriction. At any rate it is now 
|romoting a Bill empowering it to restore its full Christian title. 
there is no mystery as to the purpose in view. The College. will, 
if the Bill is passed, become sectarian, and the result, as my 
contemporary points out, ‘will be the practical abolition of the 
Conscience Clause and the exclusion of non-Christian professors, 
lecturers and students. For the first time in the history of 
Vniversity education a differentiation will be made between citizens 
solely on the ground of religious belief, and we are back to Tests—in 
® British Dominion ! 
x: x 
HERE is nothing surprising in the fact that the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies have felt it necessary to petition 
Parliament against the Bill, and it will be interesting to see whether 
‘heir action will meet with greater success than did the opposition 
of our South African co-religionists to the drastic new Immigration 
Law. Certainly, the South African Parliament can be under no 
delusion as to the feelings which the passage of such a measure as is 
contemplated would provoke among all circles in this country who 
are not prepared to wipe out generations of enlightened advance = 
and nail reaction to the mast. I say nothing of the fact that this 


Institution derives the major 
Government grants, contributed to by 
alike. Nor need the appeal of the South African Deputies 
to the self-interest of all citizens bs stressed—the soothing 
effect on racial and religious animosities of the commingling of all 
sections under a single roof. I am more concerned with the deplor- 
able effect which a retrograde step by a British Dominion to the 
jungle of religious feuds and isolation would have in a world circum. 
Btanced ¢s ours is to-day. Thedevelopments to which I have thought 
it rigit to call attention are a symptom of the malaise and 
irritation and revolt against present conditions, which are so 
painfully in evidence all around us. They are in keeping with 
the “ Zeitgeist”—that expression so beloved of a past generation. 
And we Jews can, least of all, afford to ignore and belittle them, or 
look on with indifference at-a movement which would revive the 
reign of religicus intolerance and undo the work of the wise men 
who have gone before us. Already we have seen the disastrous 
effects on Jewish students of the brutish bigotry of their fellows in 
Continental Universities. These wrong-headed and hot-headed youths 
would derive incalculable encouragement from the mischievous 
lead now proposed to be given by one of the British Family of 
Nations, and, as I say, we Jews dare not let it be given without a 
determined attempt to prevent it. I hope that the South African 
Board of Deputies will put forth every ounce of effort in a cause 
which, after all, is as much universal as it is specifically Jewish. 
And I believe that the South African Parliament will not be 
insensible to the realities of the issue. - These are not days in 
which we can afford to fling a single faggot on the fires of religious 
and race hatred. Until I hear that the present Bill is on the 
Statute Book, I shall refuse to credit the possibility of General 
Hertzog—an avowed friend of Jews—joining the frenzied reaction- 
aries who would shame the finest traditions to which this genera- 
tion is heir and make a mockery of humanity's highest hopes.

OPENING AND CUNSECRATION. 


An Epoch in Anglo-Jewish History. 


A notable epoch in the history of Anglo-Jewry was reached on 
Wednesday-evening when the Jewish Communal Centre in Tavistock 
Square, W.C., which has been built at a cost of £75,000, was conse- 
crated by the Cuter Rappt (Dr. J. H. Hertz) and declared open by 
Mr. LIONEL De O.B.E. 

The function was attended by a crowded gathering which

The Rose Hertz Memorial.

Well, it seemed as if that day one of the most ardent wishes of their 
dearly beloved Mrs. Hertz was being carried out, for the work of 
Jewish Communal Centre was very near to her heart. 
That very hall was dedicated to the sweet memory of their 
dear friend, Rose Her‘z..1t was, indeed, a fitting memorial, 
and one which she was sure would have had her full approval, 
Mrs. de Rothschild spoke of the numerous good works in which 
Mrs. Heriz took an active interest—she could act enumerate them 
all, as they were so wide and varied—but she felt certain that there 
Was no one present who was not, at onetime or another, associated 
with her in one of her countless activities. It was a real pleasure 
to work with her; her sympathy and understanding were always 
beneficia! and soothing; she never spared herself;and had great 
tact. She was very highly cultured, and also very broad-minded. 
But her chief characteristic—a very rare one—was her capacity for 
sympathy with those in sorrow combined with an ability t» share in 
the gladness of those who rejoiced. Rose Hertz was, indeed, a true 
daughter in Israel. ' 


The Cuter RABBI, speaking with great emotion, said his children — 


and he were much touched by the kind words which fell from the 
lips of Mrs. de Rothschild, and by what she and her co-workers had 
done in the matter of the Rose Hertz Memorial Hall. To one and 
all who had been associated in this wonderful tribute of affection 
and respect he. would express the deep-felt and lasting gratitude of 
his children and himself.

The Chief Rabbi's Address. 


The service of consecration was held in the Adolph Tuck Hall, 
and included the reading by the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch of the 
passages from Psalm c., beginning with: “Shout for joy unto the 
Lord, all ye lands,” followed by Psalm cxviii., “I will give thanks 
unto thee, for thou hast answered me, and art become my salvation.” 


THE CHIEF RABBI (Dr. J. H. Hertz) in the course of his Conse- . 


cration Address, said that no scheme in recent years had met with 
such whole-hearted approval, and called forth such widespread 
enthusiasm throughout the metropolis and beyond, as had that of 
the Jewish Communal Centre. The leaders and the rank and file 
alike of their Institutions had warmly welcomed the idea, and 
looked forward with eagerness to its speedy realisation. And that 
day when they were assembled to consecrate that magnificent 
edifice to its high purposes, a féeling of exultation animated 
them; and they repeated the MHallel words: “This is the 


day the Lord hath made; we will be glad and rejoice 
thereon.” Such feeling ‘of joy and enthusiasm was fully 


justified. The absence of a Communal Centre in a worltd-Kehillah 
like theirs had long been a cauje of astonishment to many. . That 
reproach was now rolled away. Thanks to the vision of the Chair- 
man of Jews’ College, the leadership of the President of the United 
Synagogue and the energy of the Chairmdm of the Jewish Memorial 
Council, London, too, was now in possession of a central Home 
for its main religious, educational and social endeavours, a Home 
worthy of the mother-community of Greater Britain. 

The opening of that central Home was not only an important 
landmark in the history of Metropolitan Jewry, but aclear manifesta- 
tion of its resolve to continue on the lines of its best traditions. 
The founders of Anglo-Jewry, in their labours for their Faith and 
People, soon discovered that unity and peace were the roads to 
salvation and strength; and, by unremitting effort continued 
through generations, succeeded in establishing unity and peace as 
the characteristics of Anglo-Jewish communal life. More 
and more did the present generation, too, realise how fatal 
it would be for Jews and Judaism in this country, if they 
were to disregard their founders’ example and permit 
the destruétion of what they had buiit up.- More ‘and 


more had they come to see that; without unity, the ship of 
Anglo-Jewry would not be able to weather the storms that were 
threatening, and would for many a year continue -to threaten, its 
existence. Fragments might survive hers and there, but they would 
be fragments of a wreck; scattered planks and spars, instead of a 
noble vessel carrying all its valuable treasure to its Divine destina. 
tion. Viewed in thi. light, the establishment of the Jewish Communal! 
Cen ‘re filled them with hope and encouragement. In the very nature 
of things, it would tend to focus all institations dwe ling under its 


' roof towards one goal, and prove a unifying and strengthening 


influence. Such integration and co-ordination in Jewish effort 
must bring with it a distinct weakening of forces that were centri-. 
fugal and disintegrating in their religious life. The Centre thus 
stood forth as 


A SYMBOL OF UNITY IN COMMUNAL ENDEAVOUR, 


Unity in communal endeavour was a great ideal ; but that'did not, 
of course, exhaust the historical significanc: of that enterprise. 
Foremost among the Institutions dwelling in that Centre was Jews’ 
College. The Divine task entrusted to Jews’ College wus to keep 
alive Israel's memory in British Jewry, and save them from. loss o! 
their spiritual identity. Jews’ College existed for the purpose of 
preserving British Jewry froth aimles;, pathetic, spiritual wandering, 
from moral shipwreck, from coming to grief morally and relig- 
iously. In consecrating its new home, they hopefully racalled 
the Prophetic promise: “The glory of this latter house shall 


be greater than of the former, saith the Lord of Hosts.” 
That Centre also housed the offices of the United Syna. 
gogue, of the Jewish Memorial Council and of ths Jewish 


Religious Elucation Board—three [astitutions that stood for the 
Judaism of History dnd Tradition as a living force dominating 
their lives and the lives of their children. That Jewish Communal 
Centre was the witness; not only of soul-communion with their 
fathers of old, with the seers, sages and martyrs af theic giorious 
past but also of the fullest sympathy with their bréthren of the 
House of Israel to-day, wheresoever they struggled against misery 
and disease; of utmos) readiness to come to their aid, wheresoever 
their civic and religious rights were imperilled. For that Centre 
was the meeting-place of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, the Union of Jewish Women, the 
Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, the Jewish Health Organ sation, 
the Education Aid Society and the Jewish University Students. 
To all thoss bodies, the ancient Jewish doctrine, “ Israelites are 
responsible one for the other,” was axiomatic. All those bodies 
alike were upborne in their labours of love by their passionate faith 
in the brotherhood and immortality of Israel. 
Dedication Prayer. 


In conclusion, the Chief Rabbi offered up the following Priyer: 

Our Father, our King, hoar our prayers in the hour of our gladness. 
Great thinga, O Lord, hast Thou done unto us; and a new song shall we 
sing unto Thee for that Thou hast enabled us to witness this day when 
we dedicate this Jewish Communal Centre to Thy glory. O establish 
Thou this House and upholdit, so that it becomo a Foun:ain of Religion 
and a Wellspring of Wisdom, whence our generation shall driw /ora’ 
and knowledg2, counsel and strength. Causes Thy Divine Presence to 
dwell io it, informing all its pulsating life with Thy Spirit. Tour ont Thy 
choicest blessings upon tho founders, governors and friends of this Institu- 
tion. Bless Jews’ College, its Principal, Professors anl Studexrts who 
consecrate their lives to the sacred calling of Teacherin Israel. Bless a’l 
the men anid wom :n, guides in manifold spheres of helpful service, who 
shall in this Centre busy themselves in faithfulness with the needs of 
Thy People. ‘Bless our dear country; bles: and preserve our beloved 
Sovereign, King Georg>, our gracious Queen Mary, Edward, Prince of 
Wales and all the Poyal Family; and with Thine own wisdom enlighten 
the eyes of the Counsellors of the Realm. O banish War and iniqui'y 
from among the children of men, and everywhere cause Righteousness to 
triumph. Keep us far from what Thou ha‘est, bring us near to what 
Thou lovest, and deal mercifally with us for Thy Name’ssake.

“A Dream Come True.” 


Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, in declaring the building open, 
said it seemed only yesterday that he attended a discussion at the 
Great Synagogue as to the possibility some time of a communal 
centre being established in London. Many speakers advocated it, 
but all were afraid that the cost was prohibitive and that it was 
adream of the future.. That discugs'on, which was a discussion 
of young Israel, started an idea which had led up to that 
magnificent building which they were present t> open that 
afternoon. At that time it was thought that funds would 
not be forthcoming. He was sorry to say that funds had not been 
forthcoming. (Laughter). But the building was there. (Applause). 
For the time had been considerel ripe for the establishment of such 
a building. The lease of Jews’ College had come toan end, and they 
needed new and more commodious premises, Other important 
Jewish institut ons were prepared to come in and help, such as the 
United Synagogue and the Board of Deputies who had no fixed abode, 
but who now had a magnificent home in which to debate the many 
points of interest which affected the Jewish Community. The Jewish 
Memorial Council and the B'nai B'rith had been pressing for it during 
the whole time. The force of circumstances was too strong to resist ; 
and the leadi g members of Jews' College, the Jewish Memorial 
Council and the United Synagogue came together and decided 
that if the time was not ripe for an appeal they would certainly 
contribute what they could out of the funds they had in hand and 


_ would borrow the rest, hoping for better times when all their

of Animals Bill 
From Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—My attention has been drawn to a letter on this subject 
addressed to you by the Honorary Secretary of the so-called “ Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations,’ and published in your last issue. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community has been so well informed on this 
matter by the full discussions that have taken place at meetings 
of the Board of Deputies that I do not think there is any danger of 
their being deceived by the many misleading statements which that 
letter contains. But your widely read journal reaches many non- 


Jewish readers, and for their information I think it is perhaps right - 


to state that the United Synagogue, as well as, I. believe, all the 
other responsible Institutions of Anglo-Jewry, are in complete 
agreement with the decisions on this matter reached, after a pro- 
longed discussion, by an overwhelming majority of the Board of 
Deputies. It would obviously be contrary to the public interest to 
allow such constitutional and representative decisions to be upset, 
or indeed, influenced, by the threat of a small misguided minority 
to engage in an effort to “ lobby” in the House of Commons against 
the Jewish Board of Deputies. I do not think we need fear that any 
responsible public man, still less any public department, will be 
influenced by such methods. 

The ‘United Synagogue is more than ready to collaborate with 
the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, as it always is with 
any body willing to join in the work of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity, and especially with those who, like itself, desire to uphold 
Traditional Judaism. To be of any value the help of those who are 
ready to share in the work must be constructive and disinterested. 
There is still reason to hope and believe that the Union will find it 
possible to render such help to cur Community and to abandon 
activities which cannot fail to endanger the whole cause of Shechita 
in this country.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath "“2W, Leviticus ix., 1—xi., 47. 


X.,2. “There came forth fire from before the Lord.” The 
same phrase as in ix., 24, and Rashbam suggests that the same fire 
is meant. It both consumed the sacrifices as a sign of God’s appro- 
bation and killed Aaron’s two sons as a punishment. This is not 
probable, since the Scriptures appear to relate the phenomenon 
which is here described as a separate event. We may note the 
words which follow, “and devoured them.” They cannot denote 
the same effect as that intended at the end of the last chapter, 
where the fire “consumed” the offerings; because it is mentioned 
in verse 5 that the bodies were removed “in their tunics,” from 
which we are to conclude that the vestments were more or less 
intact. The Rabbis accordingly declare that Nadab and Abibu 
perished by “ burning of the soul.’ Probably the fire took the form 
of a lightning-flash which could kill without destroying the gar- 
ments. 

“They died before the Lord.” The usual interpretation is that 
they died within the precincts of the Sanctuary, a meaning which 
“before the Lord” often bas; but it is uncertain whether that is the 
intention here. The context makes it clear that the tragedy 
occurred within the Tabernacle, and the statement that the fire 
devoured them would have been sufficient to indicate the place 
where they died. Other passages where the phrase occurs suggest 
a different explanation. In Genesis xvii., 18, Abraham utters the 
wish, “ O, that Ishmael might live before Thee!" and in Numbers 
xiv., 37, we are informed, “ Even those men (i.e., the spies) that did 
bring up an evil report of the Jand died by the plague before the 
Lord.’ The parallel between the second citation and the present 
verse is very close and seems to rule out the accepted interpretation. 
More probably “before the Lord,” in such a connection, signifies 
“ by the will of God.” Compare I. Samuel xv., 83. 


A curious feature of the incident calls for attention. H. brew 
The house 
in which it lies and all persons and articles within the premises are 
rendered unclean and subject to the rite of purification (Numbers 
xix., 14ff.). The same regulation apparently applied tothe Sanctuary 
and it prompted a priest to exclaim, when Athaliah was about to bo 
put to death: “ Let her not be slain in the House of the Lord” (II. 
Kings xi., 15). Nevertheless, there is no mention in. the narrative 
here of the Tabernacle being purified after having been defiled by 
the two bodies of the dead priests. Similarly, nothing is said of the 
purification of the Tent of Meéting when the two hundred and fifty 
partisans of Korab, who were congregated with their censers in the 
Tent, were devoured by fire wh'ch “came forth from the Lord” 
(Numbers. xvi., 35). The inference seems to be that the law of 
defilement by a corpse did not apply when death was directly 
occasioned by God as a penalty for sin, 


Verse 3. “Then Moses said.” The terrible occurrence which 
had marred the gre:t day of the inauguration of the sacrifices must 
have intensified the natural grief of Aaron caused by the Icss of his 
sons. Moses did not attempt to speak words of comfort, since they 
might have implied unwillingness to submit tothe Divine judgment. 
Instead he helped the bereay. d father to understand the significance 
of what bad happened. 

“ This is it that the Lord spoke.” This rendering creates the 
difficulty that the words which follow occur nowhere in Seripture, 
although there are verses, such as Exodus xix., 22, xxviii., 41, xxix., 1, 
44, in which the sanctity of the priesthood is stressed. But "OND in 
such a connection should intro tuce a quotation. Rashbam attempts a 
solution by proposing that NW alludes to the law. which is stated in 
the sequel, viz., the service of the Sanctuary must not be interrupted 
by Aaron and his surviving sons carrying out the usual iites of 
mourning. This explanation is impossible because NW normally 
refers to what precedes. A simpler method of resolving the difficulty 
is to construe the perfect tense of the verb N27 as in the common 
phrase ”’M “ON ASD, which isto be translated, “ Thus saith the Lord,” 
anid not “Thus said the Lord.” Th» rendéring ii this verse should 
therefore be: “ This is itthatthe Lord speaks,” i.e.,.this is the moral 
which God desires you to learn from the ti:agic event, “ Through 
them that are nigh unto Me (viz., the priests) must I be sanctified.”

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 647.—A Commentary on the News. 
My COUSIN, 


A French progressive thinker fighting for the liberty of the 
Press in the year 1827, remarked that while a single phrase, or 
sometimes even a single word, suffices for creating prejudice, it 
often takes volumes to reply to it or to erase it. He might have 
added that since prejudices are sown by repetition, it needs 
repetition also to counteract them. 

Some such idea is bound to strike the mind of the fair-minded 
observer a8 he notes the recrudescence in recent weeks of the 
alleged wickedness of Jewish bankers and financiers. Here is the 
hicGARO in Paris putting the blame on “the international Jewish 
banking organisations” for the economic depression prevalent 
everywhere. There is the very readable “ Toreador” in the New 
STATESMAN AND NATION, who, commenting on the statement that 
“bear” operations in Kreuger and Toll and Swedish Match shares 
were carried out by an international syndicate, declares “ no one in 
their senses will doubt that, if it existed at all, it was composed of 
American and French stock market gamblers of Hebrew origin.” 
‘Toreador” is not even certain of the reality of the international 
syndicate. Even so, he is certain that the gamblers were of “Hebrew 
origin.” It is only fair to add that in last Saturday's issue of the 
New STATESMAN AND NATION, “ Toreador” prints a handsome apology 
to “my Jewish friends and readers,” confessing that part of his 
information was wrong. 

It is a point of view that much of our economic and financial 
troubles are due to some of the shadier sides of modern capitalism, 
with its opportunities for financial manipulations. Such a proposi 
tion is at least arguable. But why select the Jews for special mention ? 
In recent years international finance has become entirely cosmo. 
politan in character. It would be idle to deny that Jews are in the 
hurly-burly. But Gentiles are there too—and in greater numbers. 
Reading in Mr. Wells’ latest book,“ The Work, Wealth and Happiness 
of Mankind,” the chapter entitled: “ Short Studies in the Acquisition 
or Attempted Acquisition of Wealth,” [ was struck, as every one of 
his readers must be struck, by the contrast between the story of 
the Rothschilds and those of Vanderbilt, Jay Gould and Rockefeller. 
[ say nothing of Hetty Green, also mentioned in that same chapter. 
An unprejudiced reader will admit that the first story compares not 
unfavourably .with the others. The {record of the Rothschilds is 
something to be proud of. Can the same be said of the record of all 
the American millionaires ? : 

At the slightest provocation people will trot out the Rothschilds 
as a sort of bogey. But why are not the Fuggers and the Welfers 
mentioned in the same category? Possibly it is because these are 
not so well known. Yet they, too, were bankers; they were among 
the first to recognise the financial opportunities made possible by a 
developing capitalism. The Fuggers and the Welfers were not 
Jews. Nor are all international bankers Jews. If blame is to be 
attached to banking; if banking is to be held responsible for some 


of our present ills, let all be blamed and not merely Jewish bankers. » 


If it should: be maintained that as a class bankers are a bad lot, it 
would be possible to prove the thesis that Jewish bankers, by reason 
of their very Jewishness, are not as bad as the others! | 

One cannot but feel that these accusations are not honest. 
Examine them carefully and you will find that they have invariably 
been levelled against amy group in the commonwealth which 
happened to be unpopular. Recall for a moment Bismarck's fight 
with the Roman Catholic Church in Germany. No language was 
too strong to be used about the Catholics. Some of the ,arallelism 
between what was said about the Catholics then and about the 
Jews now is very striking. In 1874 serious journals in Germany 
declared that the ruin of the nation and of the Fatherland 
was the goal of the Catholics. In 1982 the Hitlerites bellow 
the same thing about the Jews. In 1870 the Catholics were 
described as a cancer in the body politic, eating into its very vitals. 
These same words are used about the Jews in,Germany by the anti- 
Semites. The Jews are accused by those who hate them, of having 
a secret code which frees them from all promises made to non-Jews. 
In the ’seventies the Catholics were accused of precisely the same 
thing ; their allegiance to the Pope, it was said, liberates them from 
their allegiance to the King of Prussia. Jews are called an 
“alien” element in the state; in 1866 a respectable journal in 
Germany wrote: “Catholicism is not of German growth, it is of 
foreign origin.” ‘To-day some publicists place the responsibility 
for the Great War on Jews. In Bismarck’s time the same charge 
was levelled at the Jesuits. Anyone who to-day pleads for sanity, 
for fair play, for justice to the Jews is at once hailed as being in 
the pay of the Jews. Exactly the same term wus used in regard 
to anyone who pleaded for justice and fair play to the Catholics ! 

Yet a French newspaper in Quebec—presumably a Catholic 
newspaper—is urging its readers to “Swear before God and my 
Canadian country” not “to encourage any Jew in any way whatso- 
ever.” One cannot help wondering whether those reponsible for 
this boycott have momentarily forgotten their Christian teaching. 
Christians are bidden to love their neighbours, and Jews surely 
are their neighbours. But even if Jews be regarded as enemies, 
Christians are bidden to love their enemies. 1t is a mad world, my 
masters, 


The other day a whole page advertisement in Toe Tres set 
forth the view of the British Israel World Federation on the present 
crisis. The statement was marked by a deep reverence for the 
Bible. It quoted Jewish prophets as to the future glories of the 
British Empire. But never a word was uttered about the people 
who gave the world those prophets. The door of the “ world-wide 
commonwealth’ is to be “open for the welcome approach of the 
kindred nations of Israel stock on the Continent.” (One wonders 
who these may be). The Mohammedans are to be admitted. But 
the Jews? The document concludes with a call to prayer, asking 
that God may “ pour out upon us all His reviving grace.” A very 
necessary prayer ! 

Une would have thought that the old bogey that the Jews were 
responsible for Bolshevism was by now torn to shreds. Notso, Il 
still terrifies some people, who seem to think that all the Bolshevik 
leaders are Jews. The facts are far otherwise. A recent return shows 
that among these leaders 74 per cent. are true-blooded Russians, 
ll per cent, Latvians, 6 per cent. Poles, 4 per cent, Estonians, 3 per 
cent. Lithuanians and only 2 per cent. Jews. The slightly instructed 
will however ‘reply, but what of Karl Marx? Karl Marx was one 
of the most brilliant minds of the nineteenth century, acknowledged 
as such by his most strenuous opponents. Marx certainly was of 
Jewish origin. Does that make the Socialist theory Jewish? As well 
say that since Voltaire was a Catholic, his teaching is Catholic. If 
Marx was responsible for the basis of Socialism, Stah! in Germany 
and Beaconsfield in England—both of Jewish origin, just as Marx 
was of Jewish origin—were responsible for the programme of the 
Conservative Parties in their respective countries. 

Until hatred is removed from public life, our age will not be 
able to claim that if has reached a high level of civilisation. We 
seem to need to hate someone ur some group. If it is not the Jews, 
it is the Catholics; if it is not the Catholics, it is the Bolsheviks. 
There are some people going about London sticking on letter- 
boxes or lamp-posts small labels which attempt to create prejudice 
against the Jews. This childish method of propaganda is so 
beloved of the Hitlerites in Germany that one has some ground 
for assuming that there is probably some connection between the 
Hitler party and these poor creatures who engage in it in London. 
The method does not do credit to the valour of these petty bill 
stickers. Like beetles, they come out only when it is dark. But 


Jews may take comfort from the thought that another group of , 


such bill-stickers attach to lamp-posts labels which say uncompli- 
mentary things about Catholics. Both remind one of the 
mentality of little street Arabs who take delight in chalking on the 
walls: “Charlie is a fool,” or some equally world-stirring message. 
Or they bring to mind a story recounted in Comte d'Avenel's 
study.of contemporary France. On the top of an omnibus in Paris 
one workman was reading to another from his newspaper that the 
Duke of Montpensier who had lately died appears to have left a 
fortune of 50 million francs. “Oh, those Jews!'’ commented the 
second workman, shaking his head dolefully.

Your false teeth. 


How many of us know to our cost what an uncomfortable and 
unwelcome visitor the dental plate can be. For the first two or three 
weeks after the dentist has delivered his piece of handiwork—well, life 
is hardly worth living. Even after the mouth has grown more or less 
accustomed to sheltering this unwelcome guest there still remains a sense 
of there being something in the mouth which never “ feels” clean, and 
whose slight but constant chafing and crowding of the gums throws a 
shadow of discomfort and irritation over every day.

Sin,--My attention has been drawn to a letter on this subject

Probably the fire took the form 
of a lightning-flash which could kill without destroying the gar 
ments. 

“They died before the Lord.” The usual interpretation is that 
they died within the precincts of the Sanctuary, a meaning which 
“before the Lord” often bas; but it is uncertain whether that is tha 
intention here. The context makes it clear that the tragedy 
occurred within the Tabernacle, and the statement that the tire 
devoured them would have been sufficient to indicate the place 
where they died. Other passages where the phrase occurs sugges 
a different explanation. In Genesis Xvii., 18, Abraham utters the 
wish, " O, that Ishmael might live before Thee!" and in Numbers 
xiv., 57, we are informed, “ Even those mén (1.e., the spies) that did 
bring up an evil report of the Jand died by the plague before the 
Lord.’ The parallel between the second citation and the present 
verse is very close and seems to rule out the accepted interpretation 
More probably “before the Lord,’ in such a connection, signifies 
“ by the will of God.” Compare L. Samuel xv., 33. 

A curious feature of the incident calls for attention. H. brew 
law makes a corpse a medium of ceremonial defilement. The house 
in which it lies and all persons and articles within the premises are 
rendered unclean and subject to the rite of purification (Numbers 
xix., 14ff.). The same regulation apparently applied tothe Sanctuary 
and it prompted a priest to exclaim, when Athaliah was about to b» 
put to death: “ Let her not be slain in the House of the Lord” ‘I!

The Katzenellenbogen Trial. 

After painful and sensational proceedings, which lasted several weeks 
and were rather annoying to German Jewry, the trial of some directors of the 
Schultheiss Patzenhofer Brewery Company has at last come to an end. In 
the centre of the trial was the former general manager of this largest brewery 
in Germany, Herr Katzenellenbogen. Heavy losses, amounting to scores 
of millions, have been incurred as a result of the sudden breakdown of this 
company. A storm of public indignation was aroused. The head of the firm. 
Katzenellenbogen, and his partners were accused of causing the catastrophe 
by wild speculation. Katzenellenbogen, the great millionaire of yesterday, 
the eminent personage, the patron of art, was suspected of falsifying balance- 
sheets with the intent of misleading the public, of a breach of trust, and of 
issuing a misleading prospectus for the purpose of squeezing money out of 
simple people for this “rotten business.” Proceedings were taken against 
Katzenellenborgen and other directors of the Schultheiss Patzenhofer 
Company.

Theodor Wolf's Retirement. 


it is rumoured that one of the best newspapers in Germany is going 
to lose one of its most brilliant contributors—-the BEeriinger TAGEBLAT! 
its chief editor, Theodor Wolf. It is said that in April he will resign his post. 
Among the most passionate antagonists of the Hitlerists and of thei 
open and secret supporters, Theodor Wolf hasshown in the last few weeks the 
vreatest eourage. 

This seems quite natural. But such courage and audacious fightin: 
on the part of a tirst-class Jewish journalist against the Nationalists i: 
unfortunately, not such a matter of course. Some time ago a tendency 
of certain democratic Hews pe pers to adapt themselves to the new-coming 
rulers of the country was perceptible. The reasons were various: 
were afraid of repressions, of closing the printing houses, etc. ; others perhaps 
became disappointed in their political faith. Even periodicals which always 
had the reputation of being highly democratic were not innocent of this 
sin. Theodor Wolf and all the publications of the Mosse Publishing House 
have not the slightest intention of selling their conscience, and, despite all 
dangers, are combating whole-heartedly the enemies of the Republic. 


A rumour is afloat that the Mosse Publishing House is now in pecuniary 
embarrassments, But it is highly improbable that this is the reason of Mr. 
the TaGesiatr. Mr. Wolf 
married into the family Lachmann and is a co-partner of the Mosse 
Publishing House. In any case, should the report of his retirement prove 


true it would be a great loss to free Germany in general, and to German 
Jewry in particular.

Much is talked about the Jewish control of the German Press. It is 
quite an unfounded assertion. The majority of the over 4,000 daily news- 
papers in Germany are Right, and are embodied in reactiohary concerns, 
and it is already a long time since not alone Berlin and Frankfort-on-Main 
exercised an influence on the internal politics of the country. Very few news- 
papers, indeed they can be counted on one’s fingers, and are in the bigger cities 
only, have still a Jewish journalistic staff. And even in these few newspapers 
changes are taking place of late. The chief editor of the second largest 
democratic newspaper in Berlin, the Vossiscne Zerrune, the Jewish 
journalist, Professor Georg Bernhard, had to resign his post, and the 
VossiscHe ZEITUNG, as well as the other periodicals of the “‘ Jewish ”’ Ullstein 
Publishing House, have lately taken a strong liking for real, full-blooded 
German editors. If after Mr. George Bernhard also Mr. Theodor Wolf is 
going to leave the influential Berlin Press, one of the important, honest 
and courageous stalwarts of our public life will be lost.

Nahum Goldmann, Mr. Morris Rothenberg, Judge Julian W. Mack, 
Judge William M. Lewis, and Rabbi Samuel Shulman, one of the 
leading Reform Rabbis and formerly known as a strong opponent of

New Jersey Supports Zionism. 
> 
MR. SOKOLOW ADDRESSES STATE ASSEMBLY. 
‘From a Correspondent.—NEW YORK 

For the first time in the history of the New Jersey State 
Assembly a foreign Jewish leader has’ been oflicially invited — to 
address the Assemb!y on the Jewish problem in Palestine. Mr. N, 
Sokolow, who was invited by Governor Harry Moore to speak at the 
Assembly, in the course of his address described Palestine as the 
land of Jewish renaissance, He also paid a great tribute to the 
Jews and non-Jews in America for the help given by them to the 
Zionist work in Palestine. . 

Mr. Sokolow was subsequently entertained in the City Hall by 
the Mavor of Trenton, the capital of New Jersey, in the presence 
of many State officials and Jewish and non-Jewish notables. The 
State Assembly also adopted a resolution tha: king Mr. Sokolow for 
his address, re-endorsing its pro-Zionist resolution adopted in 1919 
and expressing sympathy with the historic enterprise of the Jews in 
Palestine. A similar resolution has been adopted by the State 
Senate of New Jersey. 


The Importance of Zionism. 
EXPRESSING THE JEWISH SPIRIT. 


“The Importance of Zionism,” was the subject on which the 
Rev. M. L. Perlzweig and Mr. F. C. Bowles (Labour candidate for 
North Hackney) spoke at a meeting of the North London District 
Council, held on “Tuesday evening at the Marcus Samuel Hall, 
Egerton Road, N.16., the Rev. 5. Levy presiding. 

Zionism, declared Mr. Perlzweig, existed not only for the 
purpose of providing a Home for the Jewish people, but for giving 
the Jewish spirit an opportunity of expressing itse'f in all its 
fulness. They had in Palestine during the last fifty years produced 
one of the most remarkable manifestations of a people's spirit 
and they had done what he thought had never been paralleled before 
in face of the greatest obstacles—they had revived a language which 
for all practical purposes had been dead. Referring to immigration, 
Mr. Perlzweig said there was no country in the world where it was 
more difficult for a Jew to enter at the present time than Palestine. 
They claimed that, on the basis of past achievement and with the 
co-operation of the Government, it would be possible to increase 
the Jewish population of Palestine to a very considerable degree in 
the near future without disturbing the existing Arab population— 
in fact, creating new opportunities of employment for them. 

Mr. BOWLES gave a brief outline of the history of the Zionist 
movement and denounced the Passfield White Paper of 1930. He 
eulogised the achievements of the Jews in Palestine, and concluded 
with the declaration that whereas in the past Jews went to Palestine 
to die, in the future they could go to Palestine to live.

Sir 
Charles Marston says that urgent letters written on clay tablets 
have been found at Tel el Amarna in Egypt from the governors o! 
the cities of Palestine imploring their suzerain, the Pharaoh 0! 
Egypt, to send soldiers and chariots to defend the country against 
an army of invading warriors, who were called “Habiru.” The 
nearness of the date of these letters to the date given by Professor 
Jobn Garstang, director of the Marston Archeological Expedition, 
for the destruction of Jericho by Joshua, is so close that it seems 


hard to believe that these invaders could be other than the 


Israelites. Professor Stephen Langdon, leader of the Oxford-Field 
Museum Expedition, working at Kish, has definitely identified the 
Habiru with the Hebrews.

The Housing Problem in Kovno. 


Hundreds of Jews who own houses in Slobodka and Schani,, 
the Jewish suburbs of Kovno, anda still larger number of Jewi) 
tenants and sub-tenants in those houses have received notice fro 
the authorities to vacate their dwellings as a result of the decision 
of the Municipality to pull down these houses in connection with a 
reconstruction scheme. As no other accommodation has be, 
provided for the affected tenants and sub-tenants, the notice of the 
authorities has produced panic. 


Poland. 


Jewish Market Raided. 
Polish peasants and workmen have attacked Jews in the 
at Nadbeszna, near Lodz. The rioters plundered largs 
quantities of goods and injured a number of Jews. Finally, the 
police restored order and arrested a number of the rioters. 


Jewish Pianists’ Success. 

Jews have made a wonderful showing in the international 
Chopin Competition which has been held in Warsaw. Out of the 
fifteen prizewinners no less than twelve are Jews. First place was 
obtained by two Jews, Alexander Uminski, a Jewish emigrant from 
Russia, who is now living in Paris, and a blind Hungarian pianist, 
Imre Ungar, who is 23 years of age. M. Uminski was eventually 
awarded the first prize by ballot, M. Ungar being awarded the 
second prize. The third prize was obtained by another Jew, 
Boleslaw Kon, of Poland, and the next prizes were won by Abraham 
Lufer, a Russian Jew, and Ludwig Kenter, a Hungarian Jew,

Fresh Anti-Jewish Riots. 
-- 

Anti-Jewish disturbances broke out again last week, following 
student demonstrations held in Bucharest and Jassy. The police in 
Bucharest were unable to control the crowd of thousands of students 
who, in defiance of the Government prohibition, marched in pro- 
cession through the streets, and the authorities called out the troops, 
who charged the students. Many casualties occurred on both sides, 
and a number of students have been arrested. Professor Jorga, the 
Prime Minister, who is also Rector of Bucharest University, has 
ordered the University to be closed. 

In Jassy, two hundred members of the Iron Guards’ Organisation, 
mostly non-students, devastated.the Synagogue situated opposite the 
Students’ Home. They demolished the furniture, broke the windows 
and stole many valuable objects. They desecrated ten Scrolls of the 
Law, which they afterwards removed to the street and burned. 
The rioters also broke the windows in some Jewish shops.

The recent movement among the Jewish unemployed in several 
countries to emigrate to Russia to seek work thera has received * 
death-blow as a result of the decrée, issued by the Russian Govern. 
ment, prohibiting the employment of alien workers who arrive in the 
country as tourists and who have no right of permanent residence 
in Russia. As the Russian law already provides that no right of 
permanent residence will be given to any person who is not secured 
by the Government with work, it has now become impossible for 
aliens who are not engaged by the Government as desirable exper! 
workers to settle in Russia. The new decree strictly limits immi- 
gration to those persons who obtain contracts from the Government 
for work t in the country. As for tourists, they will be allowed to 
enter thé country, but they will not be able to remain there unless 
they have means of their own. 


Eight Synagogues Confiscated. 


According to information received from Odessa, eight Synagogues 
have recently been confiscated by the Authorities there. The Scrolls 
of the Law have been transferred to the still existing Synagogues.

Who's Who (1932), (A. & C. Back, 50s.). 


The 1982 edition of WHo's Wuo provides as exhilarating fare os 
ever. “One could wish that some mathematically-inclined member 
of the Community. were to turn his attention to the comporative 
statistics of Jew and Gentile in this indispensable work of reference 
as has been done with some of its Continental counterparts. One 
has the impression, from a cursory examination, that the result 
would not be quite so flattering as our admirers (let alone our 
detractors) would have us believe. We find, for example, only two 
pages of Cohens in the work, and as many of Levys, as against no 
less than twenty-five assigned to the noble tribe of Smith (the 
corresponding figures in the London Telephone Directory are 4, 2 
and 15 respectively: the logical deductions are plain). There are 2 
few surprising inclusions, but perbaps more surprising omissions. 
It is extraordinary that no space has been spared for that prince of 
travellers and bibliophiles, Mr. Elkan Adler—a reflection upon the 
work rather than on him. The esteem in which Dr. Cyrus Adler is 
held, on the other hand, is indicated by the lengthy entry assigned 
to him—not an over-common compliment for one who is not resi- 
dent in this country. One is pleased to see the name of Dr. Biichler 
(alone of the staff of his College), followed by an imposing list of 
publications. An entry outstanding for its modesty is the bare four 
lines with which Sir Montague Burton has contented himself. 

Above all, one is diverted by the intimate glimpses of our great 
ones which WHo's WHo provides. Dr. Hertz is a Commander of the 
Order of Leopold I1 {one could wish that be sometimes wore the 
insignia). Dr. Gaster’s recreation (at the foot of an imposing 
entry) is stated to be folk-lore; that of the distinguished Reader in 
Talmudics at the University of Cambridge is swimming; Mr. L. B. 
Franklin spartanly confesses to “Social Work.” But the most 


. amazing entry is that which appears under the name of our very 


distinguished co-religionist, Sir A. M. Samuel, Bart., Member of 
Parliament for Farnham, who describes himself as “head of one of 
the oldest families of purely English Jews in England.” 
learned Baronet would do a genuine service to future annalists 
of Anglo-Jewry if, as a historian, a statistician and a precisian, he 
would. explain what he really means by this. 


A GREAT TALMUDIST. 


**Moses Mie'ziner,” by E. M. F. Mielziner (privately printed, New 


York $3.50). 


From his call to New York in 1865 until his death in 1903, 
Mielziner was one of the outstanding figures of American Reform 
Judaism. Indeed, his name was already famous in America before 
his arrival there. In 1859, he had written a thesis in Latin and 


German on “Slavery Among the Ancient Hebrews,” which was 


immediately translated into English ahd used in the United States 
in support of the Abolitionist movement. Itformed a timely reply 
to those American Jews who claimed a Biblical sanction for the 
enrolment of negroes. Mielziner’s chief work was the organisation 
of the Talmudical Department at the Hebrew Union College in 
Cincinnati, of which Institution he afterwards became President. 
By his efforts, there was established a terminology for rendering 
Hebrew and Rabbinical writings into English and barmonising them 
with the terminologies in use in scientific books and Institutions. 
His labours have had a lasting influence on the study of the Talmud by 
all English-speaking students, both Jewish and non-Jewish. On 
the adaptation of Hebrew traditions to modern problems, his 
ritualistic decisions and comments are of great signifi- 
cance. Among the varied matters into which he inquired

Notes on Books and Authors. 


A benevolent fairy, with a twinkle in its eye, has deposited on 
my desk a new work which must remain a joy for ever. It ie 
entitled “ISRAEL, SES ENFANTS PERDUS ET SON LIVRE D'OR,” the 
author being M. Joseph Hervé—not, apparently, a Jew. The first 
part traces Jewish history from its beginning and the gradual inter. 
mingling of Jewish blood with that of other races. This leads up 
to the “ Liver p’or” which proves, on ingenious but purely philo- 
logical grounds, the Jewish descent of almost every person of 
importance since European history began. They are chosen with 
sublime impartiality: Alcuin, Attila, Voltaire, Balzac, Beethoven, 
Bonaparte, Caruso, Dumas, Giordano Bruno, Hamlet, Nelson, Ibsen, 
Joffre, Kant, Lincoln (Abraham, no‘ Trebitsch), Zola, Lessing, 
Macbeth, Michelangelo, Newton, Rabelais, Racine, Robinson Crusoe, 
Schiller and Shakespeare. It is only fair to add that the last name 
is included only hypothetically. 


Even in the present period of depression, the new Palestine, 
with the exuberant optimism of youth, is able to afford the luxury 
of new periodicals.. The jatest is a semi-popular monthly HATEVA 
VEHA-ARETZ, of which the first part has just appeared. Its scope is 
essentially science and natural bistory of Palestine, the first article 
being one by Professor Fritz Bodenheimer entitled “ Oecological 
Studies on Palestine Fauna.” A study by Dr, A. L. Sukenik on an 
archeological excursion into the Djaulan mountains adds to the 
general interest. Characteristic of the difficulties which confront 
Hebrew publications of this -sort, and of the courageous spirit in 
which they are faced, is the appointment of aco-editor with the 
special function of advising on terminology and style. The Editors 
would be well advised to obtain the co-operation of a native ofthis 
country in correcting the English title-page in future issues. 

In the realm of Jewish scholarship, there is ‘always, nowadays, 
something new outofthe East. The latest volume to hand is a work 
on the Marranos in Portugal, by Dr. Nahum Slouschz (Devir 
Publishing Company. 75 cents). The volume, which is in the 
handsome format which we have come to associate with modern 
Palestinian printing (though, alas! unsewn), makes no great 
pretence to profundity or originality. It may be however cordially 
recommended to those, ignorant of Portuguese, who desire to know 
more concerning the romantic preservation and the recent revival! 
of crypto-Juda sm in the Peninsula. 


Emil Ludwig, having momentarily exhausted the biographical 
potentialities of other men of eminence who appeal to his taste, 
has now turned his attention to himself. His Grers or Lire 
(Putnam, 2is. net.), is a retrospect of his first fifty years; con- 
cluding with an imaginary estimate taken from a diary supposed 
to be written by his son} in 1980. The title indicates the zest 
with which the author recounts his personal and family history, 
beginning with his father, the famous Breslau oculist, Herman 
The central figures of the work are therefore 
essentially Jewish—racially at least; and indeed, it throws thus 
many sidelights upon the rake’s progress towards assimilation 
and the intelligent man’s revulsion from it. Among the out- 
standing contemporary personalities intimate impressions of whom 
are given in the book, are several famous Jews, including Lord 
Reading, Albert Einstein, and above all Walter Rathenau. But 


the few scant glimpses of Jewish practice, and even of Biblical 
literature, show woeful gaps.

“The Jew in Drama.” 


Speaking last week at the St. George's Hall.to the members of 
the Jewish Literary Society on “The Jew in Drama,” Mr. M. J. 
Landa said that with very few exceptions the treatment of the Jew 
in drama was uncomplimentary and frequently objectionable. To- 
day they had a definite continuance of a tradition having its roots 
in Religion. Shakespeare did not take over the violence of Medieval 
Drama, but took over the character of Shylock. How was it that 
Shakespeare should have had a Jew as one of his characters? The 
lecturer said he could not agree with the late Mr. Lucien Wolf that 
there were Jews in England in Shakespeare’stime. The explanation 
was to be found in the designation assigned to the word “Jew.” In 
those days “Jew” meant usurer. When that type of Jew was 
presented on the stage, he became the conventional Jew with hooked 
nose and characteristic gesture. Many Christians to-day did not 
know any other kind of Jew except the one read in books, or 
depicted on the stage. The Jewish Drama League had helped a 
little to break down the evil tradition and an improvement was 
beginning to be noticed. The lecturer concluded by remarking that 
“the Jew on the stage was the Jew we deserved.” Mr. Leslie M. 
Lever presided. In the discussion, Mr. 8S. F. Bock thought boycotting 
anti-Jewish plays would no more be necessary, as the film industry 
was in the hands of Jews and the public to-day was much more 
enlightened, Other speakers were Miss Wassilevsky and Messrs. 
Segal, Woolfish and Lazoff. Thanks were accorded to the lecturer 
by Messrs. M. Tyler and J. Silverston.

ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


RESERVES SUBSTANTIALLY INCREASED. 


The 22nd Annual General Meeting of Provincial Cinematograph Theatres, 
Litd., was held on March 30th, at 142-50, Wardour Street, London, W. 

Mr. Mark Ostrer (the Chairman) said that, taking into consideration the 
unprecedented depression during the period under review, he thought the 
shareholders were to be congratulated trpon having had such a successful year. 
In the Balance-sheet depreciation of properties, plant and fixtures reserve 
account showed an increase of £83,000. The general reserve was increased by 
£45,000, and now steod at £335,000. The net addition to properties daring the 
year amounted to £345,930, raising the total to £4,013,776. All expenditure in 
connection with sound equipment had been written off. The revenue for the 
year amounted to £495,605, and, adding the balance brought in, there was an 
available balance of £600,326, ont of which the Board recommended a dividend 
of 15 per cent. on the Ordinary shares, leaving £120,572 to be carried forward— 
an increase of £5,852 as compared with the amount brought in. 

After referring to the progress of the subsidiary Companies, the Chairman 
said there was no doubt that the picture theatre had become an integral part 
of the lives of the majority of the population; but the economies introduced by 
the Nationa! Government, coupled with increased taxation, had considerably 
reduced the spending capacity of the public. 


BURDEN OF THE ENTERTAINMENTS TAX. 


It would be remembered that the late Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 


introducing his Supplemental! Budget, rather reluctantly increased the enter- 
tainments tax. . The Company, together with. its subsidiaries, had collected on 
behalf of the Government approximately £450,000 for entertainments tax during 
the year. Since the increased tax came into operation in November last, until 


the end of their financial year, the amount paid in tax had increased by about 
£20,000 as compared with the same period last year. There could be no donbt 
whatever that the increased tax had seriously affected the takings at the 
Company's theatres. 

Since the end of the financial vear the Gaumont Palace, Peckham, and the 
Gaumont Palace, Hammersmith, had been opened, the latter being one of 
the largest—-if not the largest—and most modern in London, accommodating 
approximately 4,000. 

As to the future, there appeared to be signs of a slight improvement in 

‘trade, which would lead to further employment, and, provided this was main- 

tained and they were relieved of some portion of the present crushing taxation, 
he thought the Company would be one of the first to benefit. Their affairs 
were well and carefully administered; they owned first-class theatres, which 
provided the public with a widening form of entertainment at reasonable prices, 
ani their financial position was verysound. Shareholders would be particularly 
pleased to learn that an increasing number of British films had been shown at 
the theatres—far in excess of the number they were required by law to show— 
and it was very gratifying to know that these films were greatly appreciated by 
their patrons.

EASTERN BANK. 


AN IMPROVING SITUATION. 


The twenty-second Annual General Meeting of the Eastern Bank, Limited, 
was recently held at 2 and 3, Crosby Square, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. 8. Haskell (the Chairman) said that the past year had been the most 
difficult and perhaps the most eventful in the history of banking, industry and 
commerce within living memory. Although the working profits of the Bank 
were, in fact, a little higher than in the previous year, it could not be a matter 
of surprise that, in the abnormal circumstances which had prevailed, the Bank 
should incur certain losses. Including the balance brought forward, the profits 
amounted to £169,291. It was proposed toallocate £20,000 to the reserve, bringing 
it up to the round figure of £500,000, to pay a final dividend of 3s. per share, less 
income tax at 3s. 10.905d. in the £, after allowing for Dominion relief, making 
6 per cent. for the year, and to set aside £55,000 for contingencies, leaving 
£34,291 to be carried forward. All losses had been fully met ont of the 
contingency fund. It was much to be regretted that there had to be a reduc- 
tion in. the dividend, after a uniform rate of 9 per cent. had been paid for over 
a decade. But the past year had been an abnormal one and should not be taken 
as a criterion of the earning capacity of the Bank under normal conditions. 


POSITION IN INDIA. 
India, apart from its own local troubles, such as politicaltagitations and the 


boycott, had also been affected by the repercussions of the events in Europe | 


and the continued fall in world commodity prices. It was reassuring to learn 
from the statement of the Finance Member recently that the Budget would be 
balanced, no new taxation being proposed and nofresh borrowing contemplated 
except for the purpose of repayment of maturingloans. The £6,000,000 due in 
June next would, in any case, be paid off altogether, a very happy ending to a 
most strenuous period. Trade had been affected by the low prices and lack of 
buying power in India and abroad, the balance of trade in favour of India being 
£25,400,000 (excluding gold and silver) as compared with £54,300,000 in 1930. In 
September last, however, markets became more animated. The change in the 
economic situation was also reflected in the improvement of India’s credit. 


CONDITIONS AT HOME. 


The situation at home was also improving; the economic measures intro- 
duced by the National Government and now in force had put new heart into manu- 
facturers and traders and greatly restored confidence, casting a brighter aspect 
allround. As regards wheat, a direct duty on imports in lieu of the quota 
would have been preferable. It was a fallacy te assume that import duties must 
always be borne by the consumer. This was certainly not so in the case of 
wheat, which was imported from all parts of the world, Russia, the United 
States of America, Argentine, Canada, Australia and India, al! competing 
with each other as to who would be the best seller. Whatever the incidence 
ofa duty might be, it would certainly not make bread dearer than 
the quota, which, it was admitted, would put up the price of the loaf by one 
halfpenny. The advantages of a duty would * an additional yield to the 
revenue and a direct and simple arrangement with the Dominions for prefer- 
ences. Ifa quota were to be allotted to each Dominion and India separately, it 
would greatly complicate the situation. As much as 70 per cent. was mentioned 
as the total of the quotas, leaving very little for competing foreign countries 


such as Russia, the U.5.A. and the Argentine. A direct dut ; would 
not be so objectionable to those countries.

been epatée enoigh. And when the prince takes the dinner-plat s 
from the domestic servant and asks her where she is going to sit, one 
feels that the third floor ought to bave passed into back history. (And 
really, Mr. Novello what do you think the Russian revolution was all 
about?) . When tue prince at last returns to his maze, one feels one thing 
only about him: namely that his was a good acting part. Mr. Novello 
has, in fact, done it again. He is a master of theatre and his “fans” 
could be served with very much worse fare than this, for it is slick and 
evoked continual laug iter from a house that was obviously contented 
with it. The difficult task of providing a background that was credible 
itself yet not so credible as to outface the principal actor was well 
carried out by Ursula J ans, Minnie Rayner, Cicely Oates and others. 


THE SCHOOL FOR SCANDAL Q). 


Willi Dyson’s cartoon of the film magnate saying to the ghost of 
Shakespeare “ But surely two heats is better than one” came into my 
mind more than once during th's production by Charles la Trobe. “ The 
School” is one of the world's g. eatest comedies and needs no embellish- 
ments. ‘lhe auction of the ancestors in particular can stand just as 
Sheridan wrote it, vor could I see the advantage of throwing over some of 
th text to make room for a musical interlude. Most of the parts how- 
eve’, were in the hands of experienced ac ors who realised that Sheridan 
had done most of their work for them. There were Victor Lewisohn and 
Iris Hoey as the Teazles, and our old friend B. A. Pit’ar as Sir Oliver. 
Kynaston Reeves took care not to overact as Joseph, and if Gerald 
Lawrence is no longer the ideal Charles, he at least knows how the part 
should be plaved.

Offenbach! First place among the ten-inch class must be accorded 
to the B.B.C. Wireless Military Band, conducted by B. Walton 


O'Donnell, fo: their performance of the “Caliph of Baghdad” Over- 
ture. It will convince the most sceptical of the importance of 
the military band, and is played*with a rare precision and unusually 
full tonal eff:ct. Louis Armstrong has made “You Rascal. You” 
peculiarly his own, but Jack Teagarden and his orchestra contrive to 
say quite a lot for themselves in their version. A “hot” commercial 
record, it has some excellent trumpet work (not quite, the Armstrong 
touch though), and the vocalist succeeds in avoid ng imitation of the 
inimitable Louis. On the other side The Knickerbockers play a straight 
version of “ Who's Your Little Who-zis."’ The Bohemians are surely a 
German group, for their work in “ Rose Mousse” and “ My Dream” bas 
all the typical German dance orehestra effects, Hawaiian guitar and 
vocal humming being. prominent. The record is to be welcomed for 
its difference from both American and English styles. -Typically English 
are the two recordings by the Savoy Orpheans, “ I'm for you a Hundred 
Percent” and “Ali of Me,” both foxtrots, and “Just Friends,” and 
“As Time Goes By,” two more foxtrots. The Orpheans maintain 
their musical standards in these two records. The light vocal records 
include four favourite songs, “Love's Garden of Roses” and “ Koses of 
Picardy” (pronounced “Picerdy!") sung by Hubert Eisdell, and “The 
Rebel” and “Son O' Mine” by Dennis Noble. These two singers know 
exactly what their public wants, and sing themselves straight to its heart, 
If allelse fails, there is always the device of going up to a forte top note. 
guaranteed to bring down the house. -Compare their singing with that of 
Georges Thill in “La Marseillaise” and “Le Réve Passe,” and you 
get an excellent contrast between the English and Continenta! 
type of popular sentimental singing. Thill is*assisted to success 
by a chorus and. the “Garde Republicaine” Band, and together 
they make the Marseillaise a pwan of triumph. Very different again is 
the work of the St. George's Chapel Choir of Windsor in “Jesu, Lover of 
My Soul” (Aberystwith tune), and “ Jesus Christ is Risen To-day.” This 
may be recommended even to Jewish gramophiles because of the 
beautiful clarity of the boys’ voices. With my radiogram volume at ful! 
and an old loud-tone steel needle I found it impossible to blast or screech 
their top notes. Haver and Lee are well known to wireless listeners, and 
in “A Smash and Grab Raid” they reproduce one of their best items. Hear 
Lee persistently trying to discover why you can't put a square peg in 4 
round hole, and enjoy their presentation of American humour.

A Hero. 


By AUNTIE. 
SEE that a London newspaper is printing 
|} a series of articles recalling the deeds 
of heroism of men of our own day, and 
the series suggested to me that you 
might like to hear the story of a modern 
Jewish hero who died about this time only 
twelve years ago. I think that his name 
should not be forgotten by “ Young Israel,” 
for he embodied the spirit of modern Jewish 
youth. His name was Joseph Trumpeldor. 
JOSEPH TRUMPELDOR. 
‘Trumpeldor was born in Siberia in the days 


Jews were persecuted. His father had in his 
youth been forcibly taken from his home for 
military service and he had little to do with 
the Jewish people from whom he sprang. 
Joseph also entered the Russian army, and he 
took part in the Russo-Japanese war, winning 
many distinctions for gallantry, including the 
coveted Cross of St. George. In that cam- 
paiga he lostanarm. But though he lost a 
limb, he found his Jewish soul. He met other 
Jewish soldiers who had lived the real Jewish 
life of Russia, and a very miserable life, in 
some ways, it was. 
FINDING A SOUL. 

Joseph learned all about the Jewish Pale of 
Settlement in which most of the Russian 
Jews were compelled to live. He heard about 
pogroms, those cruel massacres of whole 
defenceless communities. He became con- 
scious that he, too, was a Jew ; and he resolved 


live in the Pale and he became interested in 
Zionism, which promised redemption for the 
Jewish masses. He resolved to go to 
Palestine. 

IN PALESTINE. 

He went. And he settled down in the 
Valley of the Jordan and became a farmer. 
The sword of the warrior was beaten into the 
ploughshare of the peasant. For seven peace- 
ful years he lived, toiling on the land. Then 

came the World War. He was a Russian sub- 
ject and an ex-soldier. He was forced to leave 
Palestine, which then belonged to Turkey. 
THe Zion MULE CORPS. 

He went to Alexandria in Egypt where he 
met another ardent Zionist, also a Russian 
Jew, Viadimir Jabotinsky. The two realised 
the part which England was destined to play 
in. wresting Palestine from the Turk, and 
together they formed out of refugees from 
Palestine the Zion Mule Corps, which played 
a notable part in the Dardanelles campaign 
on the side of England. After the failure of 
that costly adventure Trumpeldor returned to 
Russia and he helped Kerensky in the first 
Russian Revolution which overthrew the 
Tsarist régime and broke down the walls of 
the Pale. But Russian politics were not his 
real work. He still dreamed of Palestine, 
and he journeyed everywhere to found 
the Chalutz movement which trained young 
men and women for pioneer work on the soil 
of the Land of Israel. 

Tex HAt, 

Back in Palestine, Trumpeldor, with a few 
devoted companions, went to northern Galilee, 
and surrounded by hostile Arabs laid the 
foundations of a Jewish colony. Then came 
a fatal evening in March, 1920. Trumpeldor 
with eleven other men and women were in the 
little colony of Tel Hai when a tribe of 
marauding Arabs descended upon the colony.

The little band, by Trumpeldor, 
off the Bedouin all night. Towards morning 
the Arabs signalled that they had had enough, 
and they were allowed to approach. Then 
they treacherously turned on the colonists and 
Trumpeldor died fighting. His last words 
were: “It is hard to live for one’s country; 
it is good to die for it.” 
A NOBLE MEMORY. 

The spot that Joseph Trumpeldor died 
defending is still Jewish soil. A monument 
to his memory by a famous sculptor stands 
nearby. A league of Jewish youth in Palestine 
bears his name. -But itis not by these out- 
ward signs that he will be remembered for all 
time. The inspiration that he gave to the 
band of pioneers building up*the Jewish land 
lives on, and the torch of sacrifice which he 
kindled still burns water a bright flame.
